The inner part of the Country is diverſified with 
beautiful Mountains and Hills, advantigious for Vines, 
Fruit Trees, aud ſmall Cattle, aud the delightful Val- 
leys are water'd with a great number of Torrents very 
veceſſary to moiſten the County, which hath no other 
River beſides Jordan. The Rains there fall very ſeldom, . 
and arc very regular, coming in the Spring and Au- 
tumy, which the Scripture calls The Rains of the Murn- 
ing and the Evening, confidering the year as a day. In 
Summer the abandant Dews ſupply the rarity of the 
ſhowe's. The very Rocks prodvet abundance of Fruits. 
and \.vcet Springs. The pleaſaut Paſtnres feed great 
number of all ſo:ts of Cattle, and the Cows give - 
the beſt Milk in the World. There is alſo brave 
Hunting and Hawking, for Deer, Goats, Hares, Par- 
tridges, Quails, &e, All kind of Fowl are plentiful, 
and Lyons, Bears, and Wolves may be found in a-

And though ſome Authors write, that we muſt not 
judge of the Holy Land by what is ſcen at this day, be- 
ing now fallen under the dominion of the Turks & Ar 
rabians, wh) by their continual Wars and Ravages, have 
made it almoſt deſolate and a Deſart, and like a place 
forſaken of God.

The Fruits of the Land are eſpecially theſe, Balm, 
Honey, Spices, Myrth, Nuts and Almonds ; nor is 
their Wheat to be forgotien nor Oyl, with which they 


trade in the Maitket of Tyrus; nor their Barley, . 


Rice, Pulſe, Melons, Cucumbers, bigs, Maana, Fran- 
kincente, Citrons, Fennel, Sige wiid in the Fields, 
and Ogions thrice as big as any of ours, very plea. © 
(ant and of ro offenſive ſmell, but comfartabic to the 
Stomach, and therefore may give us 2 hint why 
the Iſraelites ſo mach deſited them. Alſo Muſtard, 
which is the leaſt of Seeds among Garden Plants, and 
yet bringeth forth the largeſt Body, eſpecially in the 
Eaſtern Parts, of which the Jewiſh Talmud relates one 
or two Stories: As that there was in Sichem a Stalk or 
Trunk of a Muſtard-Tree, which had three Branches, 
and one Branch was broken off to cover a Potters Shed, 
under which he formed his Earthen Ware io Summer - 
time, and that from this Branch was taken the quan- 
tity of twenty four Figs of Muſtard Seed. Again, 
Rabbi Simeon aſſerts in the Talmud, That he had in hi 
Garden a Muftard-fiaik fo big, that he uſed to Climb" 


up as into a Fig-Tree. Buckſtorf relating theſe Paſ- 


ſages, avouches not for rhe full credit of them, but 
only ſhews that this Plant was of a large growth in theſe 
Parts, and may confirm the Letter of our Saviour's- 
Parable concerning it. The Mountains of Judah and 
Ephraim were places of great Vineyards, and the re- 
lation of the Spies which Moſes ſeat, who brought that 
prodigious Cluſter of Grapes from Eſhcol, is a ſufficient- 
evidence of their largeneſs, if compared with thoſe ot 
Spain, France, or Italy. Round about Jericho there 
were p3m-Trees of vaſt Revenue, through their ſuds 
den ſpringipg. up after they were lopped or ſelled, ang 
it was the only part of the World where true Balm. 
was to be found. The Mountains likewiſe produce 
Gold, Silver, Icon and Copper Mines. To conclude,

The Fruitiulneſs of the Country, and the care they 
took to Cultivate it, may make us couceive how that 
being ſo little, it could nouriſh fo great a Number of 

Min; for an ingenious Perſon, to reduce it the bet. 
tt to our under ſtandiog, affirms, that from Dan to 
Beecſheba, which two Places St. Jerom reckor? not 
to be Two Hundred Miles aſunder, and the ordinary 
breadth of the Land to he about Fifty or Sixty Miles, 
it comprehencs a Quantity of Ground poſſibly much 
about the bigneſs of a ſuppoſed Canile of England, 
which might be bounded by a Line drawn from Pcrtſ- 
mouth to York, and extending from both theſe Places 
Eaftward to the German Oceau : Or it miy be in the 
whole it did not exceed the principality of Wales, 
# ſuppoſing a Line comprehending it from Briſtol to 
Cheſter, which by the new Meaſures cf Miles are 14g 
Miles aſunder, and what it wants in length, may be 
+ ſupplied in breadth. Beſides, the iſraclites were but 
little imploy'd ia Maritime Affairs, to furniſh them - 
ſelves with foreign Waics, which very much confirms

Limits as we have mentionec, it will at firſt require 
2 firong Faith tv belicve all that the Acly Scriptute 


ſays in this Caſe. When the People firſi enircd that 
Country under ] ſnus, there were above Six hundred 
thouſand Men bearing Arms from Twerty Years old to 
Sixty, and we read in Judges, that in the War of Gi>J 
beah the only Tribe of Beujamin, the leaſt of all had an 
Army of Twenty fix thouſand Men, and that the reſt 
of the Peop'e amounted to Four hundred  thoyſand : 
King Saul maich'd with Two hundred and ten thous; 
ſand againſt the Amalekites, when he extirpated 
them. King David kept continually on Foot 12 Bo- 
dies of Twenty four thouſand a piece, who ſerved by 
Months which was in all Two hundred and fourſcore 
thouſand Men, and in the numbering of the People 
which brought the anger of God upon bim, there 
were found in this ſmall compaſs of Earth, Fifteen 


and Judah which drew Sword, and were fit for War 
beſides the Men of Levi and Benjamin, and befides 
the Women, Children, Aged and Impotent Perſons, 
and beſides the Strangers and Heethens, and the 72» 
mainders of the Philiſtines which were not fully rogt- 
ed out in David's time, none of which were inſerted im 

oads Liſt, 1 Chron. 21. 5. Neither was the Maſter of 
Jehoſhaphat much diſpropertionate, for aliho' he had 
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not much above the third part of David's Kingdom, 
yet he maintaiſ ed ſeveral Bodies of very gocd Troops, 
which altogether made up e even hundred and ſixty 
thouſand Men effectively, without reckoning the Ga- 
riſons that were in his ſtiong Holds, 2 Sam. 24. 9. 
However, in all this there is nothing incredible ; 
for beſide the indubitable Authority and Veracity of 
Sacred Writ, which ought to be unqueſtiogably be- 
lieved and artended to, we find the like Examp'es in 
common Hiftory : The great Thebes of Kgypt raifed 
ſeven hundrcd th cuſand brave Soldiers of its own In- 
habitants alone. At Rome, in the firſt year of Seve- 
rus Tullius, being the hundred ard eighty eighth 
veat from its fcundation, there were counted four- 


| ſeore thouland Citizens able to bear Arins, and yet all 


theſe ſubſiſted io the Lands adjacent to Rome, and 
whereof the moſt par! is now barren and uninhabited; 
for their Dominions extended no further than eight 
or ten Leagues; but herein conſiſted the Policy of the 
Ancients, that inſtead of invading or diſturbing their 
Neighbours, they endeavoured to People and Manure 


their Country, whether little or much : They ſtudied 


to render Marriages happy, and Life eaſie, to pro-

| cure health and abundance, and to raiſe from their | 
Land all that it could produce: They exerciſed their 


Citizens by Labour, inſpired them with the love of their f 
Country, of Union between themſclves, aud ſubmiſ- 


fion to the Laws : This is that which they called bo-

Theſe Maxims perhaps fome will ſay are very pret- | 
ty, but let us come to Particulars, and ſhew how it 
was poſſible ſo ſmall a Country as Paleftine ſhould ; 
nouriſh fo great a dumber of Men. An Acre of good

League ſquare makes five thouſand fix hundied and 
twenty five Acres, by rec::oning tlece thouland Geo- 
met;ical Paces in a Lezgue five Foot ina Pace, tweaty 
Fect ina Ros, and an hundred Ros in an Acre, The 
Kingiom of Judea was at leaſt thirty Leagu:s in 
length, above tweaty in breadth, counting the length 
from Eaſt to Well which was fix hundred Leagues, 
and by conſequence three aijlions three kundred and 
fixty five ihouſand Acres, which according to this 
Calculation might oouriſh twice as many Men; that is, 
ſix m llions ſeven hundred and fifty thouſand, but we 


barren, for the Rocks, Sands. and little Deſarts here 


and for the repoſe which the Land requires, at leaſt 
every ſeventh year. Yet there remains enough ta. 
feed a oumber of Men, equal to the ſum Total of the 


threeſcote and fire thouſand : So it was eaſie to levy 
twelve hundred thouſand Sword Men iu a Country, 
where all Peop'c bete Arms, and ſtiil to have Corn ta 
ſell to Strangers toward the purchaſe of Cattle; for if 
the Flocks that Country produced did not ſufficieatly 
furnih them with Wooll and Fleſh, we need not 
doubt but that Tributary Strangers brought them mas 
ny Cattle. Jchoſuphat, beſi'es the Tribute of Money 
which ke exacted from the Fhiliftines, received from 
the Arabians ſeven thoufand five hundred Rams, and

| ” IS happy Conntry was divided into thirty 


under the Conduct of heit Captain General Joſhua, 
by the Comman. of God, made a Conquelt thereof, 
moſt of the ancient Inhabitants being for their Abo- 
minations excluded out of the Land, or ds ſtroyed by 
the Sword of the"lſraclites, who atterward Govern'd 
the County by Princes and Judges, till the time of 
# Samuel, being about four hundred Years : Theſe Ru- 
lers or Judges were not all of one Tribe, but the moſt 
Antient, Grave and Prudent Men were choſen out of 
T every Tribe. Afterwards the Iſraelites gro ing very of 
this Goverament under which the Almighty had 
placed them, at their earneſt requeſt, that they might 
ö be like other Nations, the Lord appointet them 2 
ning, and ſo their Government was changed from # 
EThcocracy, or Government appointed by God, to that 
Jof a Monarchy, under which they continued from the 
Wear of the World 2909, to the Year 3416, during 
Swhich ſpace of time, by their repeated Idolatries, 
Doppreſſions and oth&r great Crimes, they provoked 


Weveral Foreign Princes, who were ambitious to incor - 
Worate that happy Land with their own ; and at

liver'd me fem my impriſonment, and who never 
leit me till I came back to Gand Cairo, and from 
thence to Alexandria, where my 3 ip jay. Departing 
trom Jerutalem, we came tate to R. ma, and thence to 
Alcaloa and Gaza, which lies on the Rorders of the De- 
farts cf Arabia. At one or which pl. ces I hoped to get 
patſage by Water either to Alexandria or Damieta, 
but fatliag thereof was much difturb'd, ſince I muft 
eicher return back to Jeruſelem, or put my ſelf deſpe- 
rately 1ato the Hands of the wild Arabians, to be by 
tnem conducted to Grand Cairo.

Dromedary is a Beaſt like a Camel, but hath a ſmaller 
Head and a long Neck, yet there is no more difference 
than between a Maſtiff Dog and a Spaniel.

his Voyage, and yet the Veſſel not arriv'd, fn little 
Power had this Meſſiah over the Sea ard Winds; in 
v hich time News being come to Conſtantinople, That 


the Jews Ne ſſiah was near, all that People prepar'd to 
. reccive him with the ſame Joy and Impatience as was 


expreſs d in other parts where he arriv'd, the Grand 
Vizier (then alf at Ci-ttantinople, being not yet de- 
par'ed on this Expedition for Candia) having heard 
fome rumours of this Man, and the Diſorder and Mad- 
neſs he had rais'd amongſt the Jews, ſent two Boats, 
whilſt the Saick was detaiced by contrary Winds, 
w th Commands to bring him up Priſoner to the Port, 
where accordingly Sabarat being come, was commits 
ted fo the moſt loathſeme and darkeſt Dungeon in 
the Town, there to remain in farther expeRation of 
the Vizier's Sentence. The Jews were not at all diſ- 
courazed at this ill Treatment of their Prophet, but fra- 
ther coniirn.'d in their belief of him, as being the ta - 
compirfiument of the Prophecy of thoſe things which 
ought to proceed his Glory and Dominion; which 
Conſideration induc'd the chiefeſt Perſons amongſt 
the jews to make their Viſits and Addreſſes to him,
